3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 92 and 96 (renumbered claims 1 and 5, respectively), in the 

examiner's opinion, it would not have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to have the method and apparatus, as claimed, include the features of 
communicating in the Internet facsimile mode in accordance with a specific condition, when it is 
determined that the destination apparatus designated by a user has the Internet facsimile function 
and the memory does not memorize the receiving capacity of the Internet facsimile function of 
the destination apparatus based on information memorized in the memory. The closest prior art, 
previously cited as Yamada (U.S. Patent Number 5,521,719), Williams et al (U.S. Patent 
Number 6,192,045), and Merritt etal (U.S. Patent Number 6,421,429), each fail to expressly 
disclose this feature. Therefore, these claims, which were added in the amendment dated 
7/1 1/05, are deemed allowable.
